No Special 
Sugar Stamps 
During 1947 -

There will be no special sugar 
stamps issued for canning this 
year.

This reminder to housewives
is been issued by OPA sugar
itlonlng officials following 

changes In regulations announced 
recently In Washington, D. C.

The change from 6 to 10 
pound stamps does not mean 
that consumers will have twice 
as much sugar, OPA continued. 
The housewife must spread 10 
pounds to cover longer periods 
and must set aside sugar for 
home canning because no spe­ 
cial home canning stamp will be 
Issued.

The first 10 pound stamp be­ 
comes valid on April 1. The 
current 5 pound stamp, number 
S3, expires on March 31 Instead 
of April 30 as originally In­ 
tended.

The suKar supply picture can­ 
not bo fore-told until later In 
the year, OPA said, but it Us 
hoped to bring In a new 10 
pound stamp every throe months 
This will give a total of 38 
pounds per person for*the year, 
10 pounds more than was Is­ 
sued In 1046.

Making future stamps good 
for 10 ppunds extends the use 
of the present ration books and 
avoids an expenditure of 2 mil­ 
lion dollars for new books, OPA 
n«id.
